^Pollution Control Boat^^ -In addl^^^^ Regulation requires that hazardous 
wastes ©ay not b^ sanitary landfill unless written authorization 
has been granted by the Board dr its designated agent. : For the purposes of 
this dlscttssloni hazardoi© wastes can Include oils, solvents, ©Iscellaneous 
11qulds. and sludg^, es well as such, nateii als as;toxl c cteml calS, p^tlcldes, 
flaemble 1t@as^ and the like, tdiaf^ls means, then. Is that the landfill 
disposal of each discrete hazardous waste material within the State of Indiana 
requires the prior approval of Solid Maste Management Sectlcm. :
